National Guard Called On 
To Move 20-Ton Caboose 


For anyone who groans at the thought of 
carrying in grocery sacks, Monday morning was 
a sight to behold. 

Michigan National Guard, from Camp Gray- 
ling and M.A.T.E.S. moved a 40,000-pound 
caboose off the railroad tracks to the side of the 
railroad depot facing Norway Street. 

Although a small crowd gathered Monday 
morning to watch the final move, work began 
last week. Guardsmien reviewed the site to plan 
the move, and then built and welded brackets on 
the caboose in order to lift it without damage. 

Early Monday morning, the heavy-duty 
work began when two rough-terrain cranes lifted 
the caboose off its wheels and placed it on a flat- 
bed truck along the tracks. 


The caboose was held onto the wheels only 
by small pins which were removed. A forklift 
moved the wheels over to a single length of track 
placed on the east side of the depot. 

Then the flat-bed truck backed next to the 
single track with the caboose on its back. 

The two cranes then picked the caboose up 
again and placed it on the wheels again. Guards- 
men replaced the pins and welded stops in front 
of the wheels to prevent the caboose from 
moving.

Grayling Starts Hall of Fame 
For Greatest Canoe Racers 


Grayling, which already calls itself the Canoeing Capital 
of the World, will soon boast an International Canoe Racing 
Hall of Fame. 

“It just seemed like the natural thing to have here,” said 
Steve Southard, one of five members of a nominating com- 
mittee for the new Hall of Fame. ‘““We have the AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon here that is a showcase for some of 
the best paddlers in the world.” 

Don Feldhauser, a three-time winner of the AuSable 
marathon, is the chairman of the nominating committee. 
Terry Wright, representing the Chamber of Commerce, 
Robert Ruddy, representing the Historical Society, and Jack 
Alef, representing the community, are the other members of 
the nominating committee. 


Five racers have been selected to the Hall of Fame al- 
ready, but the nominating committee is keeping silent on who 
was chosen. The five racers have been notified, however, and 
news did leak out that Ralph Sawyer, the all-time career 
point winner in the AuSable marathon, is one of the initial 
five paddlers honored. . 


News about Sawyer leaked out because he is the subject 
of an article in the June issue of Canoe Magazine. The first 
sentence of the article was going to read, “If there was a 
Canoe Racing Hall of Fame, Ralph Sawyer would certainly 
be in it.” 

Before the article was published, Sawyer informed the 
magazine that Grayling was opening a Hall of Fame, and the: 
article was changed slightly. 


The Grayling International Canoe Racing Hall of Fame 
will be lecated in the former historical museum building, 
once it is moved next to the railroad depot. 

The Hall of Fame will induct canoe racers from around 
the world, not just great paddlers from the AuSable mara- 
thon. Special emphasis will be placed on the AuSable racers 
though, said Southard. 


Unlike other Halls of Fame, there will be no mandatory 
waiting period after a paddler retires. That’s because of guys 
like Irvin “Buzz” Peterson, a four-time winner of the 
AuSable marathon from 1963-71. Last year, Buzz got the itch 
to race again and at 65 years old he set a new age record by 
finishing 11th overall. 

“People don’t retire from canoe racing like they do from 
other sports,” said Southard. ‘‘Just because guys like Buzz or 
Jack Kolka want to continue racing, it shouldn't exclude 
them from consideration.” 

Southard said one of the prime considerations for entry 
into the Hall of Fame will be a long career in canoe racing. 


The new Hall will feature individual displays on the pad- 
dlers plus equipment used in canoe racing. Anyone wishing to 


donate old equipment, programs, or other materials asso- 


ciated with past races can call Robert Ruddy, the historical 
museum director. 

Funds will be needed to build a new foundation for the 
Hall of Fame at the railroad depot site. Anyone wishing to 
contribute can send contributions to the Grayling Chamber of 
Commerce earmarked for that purpose. 


RR Depot 
To Open 
As Museum 


All the exhibits may not be quite in place for its Grand 
Opening Saturday, May 17, but the Crawford County His- 
torical Museum is still going to attract a lot of attention. 

Located in the 1872 Grayling railroad depot, the museum 
has the potential to be a popular draw. There aren’t too many 
other county museums around with as much room or as his- 
torical a setting as the Crawford County museum. ' 

“We're aiming to be the best around,” said Robert 
Ruddy, director of the Crawford County Historical Museum. 
“We've got a long ways to go, but we’ve accomplished a lot so 
far.’ 

“What you are seeing right now is the end of quite a few 
years of work going back to when the county acquired the 
property,” said Ruddy. ‘Randy Thompson and Rotary Club 
did an awful lot to help the building, tne school kids restored a 
room, Camp Lehman crews helped. It’s been a community 
thing. The Historical Society has done a lot of work. The 
Chamber of Commerce is performing the bookwork and 
doing the promotion. The city, county, road commission, and 
service clubs have pitched in. The list is too long to mention 
everyone.” 

When the county took over the building, the roof leaked, 
the ceiling was falling in the south end of the first floor, and 
parts of the floor buckled. 

On Saturday, the completely restored first floor will dis- 
play exhibits in a traditional setting. 

‘We're tried to restore everything the way it was when 
the depot was operating,” Ruddy said. ‘‘The molding, pipe- 
work — everything we could.” 

The entrance door to the museum is west facing the 
courthouse toward the north end of the depot. The museum 
wiil offer two public restrooms. The museum will open at 104 
Monday - Saturday, 1-4 Sunday. 

“The museum will have two goals,” said Ruddy. ‘One, to 
preserve local heritage, and two, to attract people to come 
and look and come back another time.” 

The new addition to the historical site, the railroad 
caboose, might not be open to the public this Saturday. It was 
just moved to the depot site Monday. 

“We have to have steps built for it. If we can get those 
built in time, we could clean the caboose up a little and open it 
to the public,” said Ruddy. 

The Historical Society plans on using summer Michigan 
Youth Corps workers to clean and paint the caboose. 

The upstairs of the railroad depot also will not be open 
this Saturday, but Ruddy said there are plans to restore the 
rooms there. One room will be restored and will hold photo- 
graphs and information about Crawford County residents 
who have served in United States wars. Other local clubs 
such as the Grayling Promotional Association have express- 
ed desire to restore an upstairs room. A group of area doctors 
are interested in putting a display in one room and Fred Bear 
may display some of his collections in one of the rooms. 

Another addition to the historical site will be the Inter- 
national Canoe Racers Hall of Fame. The old historical 
museum building, currently located in the city park, will be 
moved next to the depot and serve as the Hall of Fame. The 
Historical Society will also oversee the Hall of Fame. 
Together the railroad depot, county historical museum, 
caboose, and canoe racers Hall of Fame will offer quite an at- 
traction to tourists and local residents. 

Admission to the museum is $1.

Adults Needed for Big Brother, Big Sister Program

Although Crawford County has approximately 6000 
adults — many of them single — there are seven children ona 
waiting list for a Big Brother or Big Sister. 

Currently, there are seven Big Brothers and Big Sisters 
working with children in the county through the Youth Ser- 
vices program. Since the Big Brother and Big Sister program 
started here in 1975, about 200 adults have volunteered as Big 
Brothers and Big Sisters. 

Mary Jo O'Halloran, in charge of the program for Youth 
Services, said being a Big Brother or Big Sister doesn’t mean 
a difficult commitment of time or money. 

All Youth Services asks is that the Big Brother or Sister 
make at least five contacts, by phone or visit, with the little 
brother or sister a month. 

“Ideally, a Big Brother or Big Sister provides an outlet 


_for the child and gives the little brother or sister a male or 


female role modei,” said O’Halloran. 
“There’s no cost involved,” she said. ‘‘Although a Big 
Brother or Sister may want to take the child out for a treat or 


buy them something, there’s no obligation.” 

Youth Services does ask Big Brothers and Sisters to plan 
the activities to take place from the family home to provide 
an outlet for the child. 

“A Big Brother or Sister is just an older friend, a buddy 
for the child,” said O’Halloran. ‘‘Many of the children are 
from single-parent homes and they need more time with an 
adult. This doesn’t mean the parent is doing a bad job, the 
kids just need more of this. For example, a boy with a single 
parent mother may need more male companionship.” 

For Rick Mrazik, currently a Big Brother in Crawford 
County, the volunteer work brings lots of personal satisfac- 
tion. 

“It’s a great outlook for me. I’m single and have no 
family living here. Being a father or brother role model is ful- 
filling and meets some of my own needs,” said Mrazik. “It’s 


kind of nice when there’s someone looking forward to seeing 


you and you’re one of the highlights of their week.” 
Mrazik said his experience as Big Brother has brought 
many rewards. Once he took one of his little brothers fishing 


at Lake Margrethe and the boy caught five or six nice bass, 
‘He was so happy I couldn’t get him to leave the lake.” 

“It’s mutually beneficial,” said Mrazik. “This is the first 
time some of these kids have ever been with an adult in a non- 
authority role. A lot of the kids respond very positively.” 

Most of the children in the program are boys 11-12 years 
old, although the program covers children ages 7-17. 
O'Halloran said they have a tough time getting enough Big 
Brothers for the boys. Anyone interested in becoming a Big 
Brother can call 348-2841 ext. 262. All volunteers are screened 
by Youth Services. 

Another thing the Big Brother-Sister program needs is 
more participation from area businesses. At the Grayling 
McDonald’s, a Big Brother or Sister can show their program 
card and pay for their meal while receiving a free meal for 
the little brother or sister. 

Other businesses, especially those with activities for 
children, who can participate in the one-pay, one-free pro- 
gram for the Big Brother and Big Sister program can call

A COUPLE OF YEARS AGO, some of 
the bigwigs in the Michigan Republican 
Party ~— spearheaded by Spencer 
Abraham, then the newly-selected state 
party chairman — decided it would be a 
good idea if Michigan got out in front of the 
presidential nominating process. 

For decades, New Hampshire’s early 
presidential primary has grabbed the poli- 
tical spotlight every four years. More re- 
cently, Iowa muscled in on the attention 
with early presidential caucuses. 

“Why not Michigan?” Republican 
leaders asked. Early attention by presi- 
dential candidates should invigorate the 
party workers and strengthen the party 
structure, they reasoned. And in addition, 
hundreds of thousands of dollars would be 
spent in Michigan by presidential cam- 
paigns seeking early party favor. 

It’s worked that way in New Hampshire 
for so long, they figured, that the idea 
ought to be worthwhile in Michigan. 

SO A SYSTEM was invented to start the 
process as early as possible, making Mich- 
igan Republican choices felt ahead of New 
Hampshire and Iowa. In a complicated 
process that followed, May 27, 1986 
becomes an important date for the selec- 
tion of a presidential nominee in 1988. 

It goes something like this: 

May 27 is the date for filing petitions to 
run for precinct delegates at the August 
1986 primary elections. 

Precinct delegates selected in August of 
1986 will in turn run the county and district 
conventions in 1987 which will select dele- 
gates to the state Republican convention in 
January of 1988 which in turn will select 
delegates to the national nominating con- 
vention in the summer of 1988 which in 
turn will pick the Republican presidential 
nominee. 

*. Whew! It’s a long way around, but that’s 
about the way it works. 

_* TO GET IN ON the ground floor of presi- 

' dential nominee selection, then, the grass- 

, roots Republican must start as a precinct

In many ways, the idea has worked. At 
least four would-be presidents are working 
the Michigan vineyards of political sup- 
port, with varying degrees of success. 

Vice President George Bush is in Mich- 
igan almost as much as he is in Washing- 
ton these days, talking to the party faithful 
and encouraging a full slate of precinct 
delegates — hopefully favorable to his 
candidacy. 

Rep. Jack Kemp is trodding much the 
same pathway, with many personal ap- 
pearances and plenty of phone calls and 
personal contact by his staff and other 
supporters. 

Sen. Bob Dole has been in Michigan 
quite often, too, and also is concentrating 
on direct mail contact of rank-and-file 
Republicans. 


AN UNKNOWN but active quality is Pat 
Robertson, an eastern-based television 
evangelist, who would be the beneficiary 
of newly-activated political concern by an 
organization called Freedom Council. 

The council’s anneal — and Rohertson’s 
draw, too — are centered in the fundamen- 
talist religious area, which is an emerging 
giant in politics in Michigan and else- 
where. 

Other potential candiates — former Sen. 
Howard Baker, Gen. Alexander Haig, Sen. 
Paul Laxalt, Ambassador Jeane Kirk- 
patrick, activist Donald Rumsfeld, to 
name a few — have limited their Michigan 
activity mostly to toe-dipping in the politi- 
cal waters. But they all have their 
backers. 

ONLY TIME will tell if this increased 
political activity will pay off in more pre- 
cinct delegate candidates filing for office. 

Even more significant will be whether 
these newly-encouraged precinct candi- 
dates will remain active Republican party 
workers; (a) if they are defeated in their 
quest for delegate status; or (b) once the 
1988 presidential race is decided. 

That’s the real goal of the party thinkers 
who dreamed up the early campaign plan 
— and it will take a few years to see 
whether the idea has worked, or just 
caused a world of confusion and possible 
conflict. 


P.S.C. Approves Step Toward

panies not adhering to the highest levels of 
the Sullivan Principles, a voluntary, anti- 
discriminatory code. 

The statements came from executives 
from Dow Chemical, Kellogg, Federal- 
Mogul and General Motors, along with 
other business associations, in testimony 
on HB’s 4770 and 4771 Tuesday at a public 
hearing of the Senate Economic Develop- 
tnent, Trade and Tourism Committee. 

Lou Wilking, overseas group executive 
for General Motors, said his corporation 
has adopted a number of policies designed 
to aid black South Africans, including the 
Sullivan Principles. 

‘GM believes the people who would be 
hurt most by disinvestment would be the 
very people most in need of help...the non- 
white people of South Africa,” he said. 
“These bills also imply the state of Mich- 
igan considers its largest employer and 
other major employers to be unsuitable as 
investment for its public pension funds.” 

Charles Infante, manager of special pro- 
jects for Dow Chemical said his corpora- 
tion’s philosophy for remaining in South 
Africa is both moral and pragmatic. ‘“‘We 
believe that our presence is better than our 
absence. That presence allows us to shape 
and participate in those dynamic forces 


that will lead to the erosion and final elim-. 


ination of apartheid,” he said. 

Ernest W. Anderson, vice-president for 
Federal-Mogui Corpoation, said the legis- 
lation has a false premise, adding, “‘It’s 
hard to understand how using employee- 
owned pension funds to purchase stock, on 
the open market, in a company with South 
African operations either condones or en- 
courages discrimination.’’ Michigan 
Manufacturers Association President 
John G. Thodis, the divestiture com- 


. mission member who submitted the Sulli- 


van Principles option, said, ‘‘Michigan and 
American corporations are not working to 
make apartheid better. They are working 
to eliminate it,’’ Thodis said. 

Dale Robertson from the Greater 
Detroit Chamber of Commerce said, “U.S. 
Sullivan signatory companies have now 
spent an excess of $138 million in South 
Africa since 1977 to advance the cause of 
non-white education, health, housing, 


training and black entrepreneurship.”

According to William J. 
Park of Park Seeds Cinerara 
Diamond, otherwise known 
as Dusty Miller, will repel 
rabbits and other animals 
when planted around prized 
flowers. Dusty Miller being 
silver white in color will no 
doubt accent bright colors as 
well. 

From Carrots Love 
Tomatoes: ‘‘Foxglove not 
only stimulates our hearts 
but has a beneficial effect on 
plants growing near it, parti- 
cularly on pine trees. This is 
quite a natura) association, 


‘since foxglove likes to grow 


on the borders of forests and 
open places in the woods. A 
tea made of foxglove will 
keep cut flowers fresh.” 

Foxglove is still listed on 
the Federal Pharmaceutical 
list due to the digitalis that is 
derived from the plant. It is 
for this reason that laymen 
do not, under any circum- 
stances, try to use this herb 
as a home remedy for heart 
problems. 

In 1979 we were infested 
with grasshoppers, and at 
that time the Extension Of- 
fice came out with a recipe 
for ridding grasshoppers. 
Since Mother Nature is sup- 
posed to run in seven-year 
cycles, we may be infested 
again this year. I kept the 
help rid these 


grasshoppers and it can be

Recipe: Bran, 25 lbs.; saw- 
dust, 75 lbs.; 2 Ibs. 50 percent 


sevin or diazinon; 5-7 gallons 
of water and 1/2 bottle (1 92.) 
banana flavoring. Vanilla 
will also work. Mix the insec- 
ticide and flavoring with the 
water. Mix the bran and 
sawdust together. Mix the 
liquid with the sawdust and 
bran turning the material 
several times with a shovel 
to insure uniformity. 

This recipe should be 
made now if you see any 
grasshoppers to rid these 
pests while they are young.

THE MICHIGAN LOTTERY 
RECEIVES MANY QUESTIONS 
ON LOTTERY CLUBS. THE 
FOLLOWING SUMMARY 
PROVIDES MANY OF THE 
ANSWERS. 


Q: What is a Lottery Club? 


A: A Lottery Club is.the only way more 
than one person can jointly file a claim 
for a Lottery prize. 


Q: Must a Lottery Club be regis- 
tered? 

A: Absolutely. Unless a club is regis- 
tered with the Interna] Revenue Ser- 
vice, the Lottery can only accept a claim 
in the name and social security number 
of ONE person. 


Q: How does a group register as a 
Lottery Club? 

A; Simply obtain an SS-4 form, avail- 
able from a local IRS office or by calling 
B the IRS at 1-800-424-3676. Once that 
form is completed with the names, | 
addresses and social security numbers 
of the club members, as well as the club 
name, it should be sent back to the IRS. 
The club is then assigned a Federal 
Employers [dentification Number by the 
IRS. 


Q: What is that number needed for? 
A; Any club’s winnings and tax liability 
A will be registered using that number, 
just as an individual prize winner's 
social security number would be used. 


Q: What happens when a club winsa 
Lottery prize? 

A: It must file a claim with the Lottery 
using its identification number. In about 
three weeks, the club will receive a prize 
check, made payable to the clubs name, 
Or ifthe club wins a Lotto or Super Lotto 
Jackpot prize. a club representative 
mist come to Lansing to claim it. 


Q: What if the prize is over $5,000? 

A: The Lottery will send a form to be 
completed by the club showing how 
much each member received. Later, the 
club members each will receive a W2-G 
form showing their portion of the prize 
and federal withholding, if any. Kach 
f member must include this form with his 
or her federal tax return for the year in 
which the prize was paid. 


Q: Is there a tax advantage to a Lot- 
tery Club? 

A: While there is no state or local 
income tax on Lottery winnings for 
Michigan residents, federal regulations 
require that Lottery withhold 20 per- 
cent on prizes in excess of $5,000, That 
tax liability is shared by a club’s mem- 
bers rather than one person being 
+ responsible. 

Because his Lottery Club question 
was first received and used, Arne W. 
Flones of Paris, Michigan will receive 
50 “Michigan Payday” instant game 
tickets.

A problem we face every 
spring is the removal of 
young animals from their 
natural habitat. Many 
people just cannot help 
themselves when they see 
what they think is an aban- 
doned baby. A serious situa- 
tion arises when the animal 
involved is a deer. A fawn is 
cute, fun and defenseless 
and people feel they are 
doing a good thing when they 
rescue it from the wild. 

What people don’t realize 
is that 99% of the time the 
fawn’s mother is probably 
watching them as they pick 
it up and carry it away. 
Practically any animal will 
leave its young for various 
lengths of time. Never far 
away, always watchful, the 
parent is there. 

After the fawn is ‘‘saved’’, 
problems begin to develop. 
What to feed it? Where to 
keep it? How long to keep it? 
A wild animal raised in close 
captivity does not have an 
opportunity to fine tune sur- 
vival skills needed in the 
wild and has a reduced 
chance of survival when 
released. 

Some animals become 
dangerous as they become 
older. A young girl from the 
Thumb area was nearly kill- 
ed several years ago by an 
antlered buck which had 
been raised by a neighboring 
farmer. The 1% year old 
buck attacked the girl for no 
apparent reason, severely 
lacerating her face with his 
antlers as she approached to 
pet him. 

A raccoon, another fre- 
quently ‘‘saved’’ baby ani- 
mal is a very endearing wild 
baby. But they have a real 
tendency to viciousness as 
they grow older. 

The best thing to do when 
you see a young wild animal 
is to leave it alone. Don’t 
touch, don’t approach too 
closely. Observe it quietly if 
you wish, but leave it where 
you find it. Nature takes 
care of its own.

Riegie Says" 
Tax Bill 
Good For 
Michigan 


Washington- U.S. Senator 
Donald W. Riegle today had 
the following comments in 
response to Senate Finance 
Committee passage of a tax 
reform measure: 

“T think there are a lot of 
pluses in this tax bill for 
Michigan. We keep the 
deduction for mortgage in- 
terest and for state and local 
taxes. There will be no taxa- 
tion of fringe benefits. We 
continue to be able to deduct 
charitable contributions. 
Most importantly, there will 
be an overall tax cut for 
everyone. 80% of the tax- 
payers will pay a 15% tax 
rate — and the personal 
exemption is greatly in- 
creased. 

There are two problem 
areas that we're going to 
work.on on the Senate floor. 
One is the change in the IRA 
rules, because it looks as if a 
lot of people might be hurt by 
that change. They also dis- 
allow the deduction for state 
sales tax. I'd like to see that 
changed if we can. 

Overall, I think this is a 
much simpler tax code. I 
think it’s fairer. I think it will 
help middle income people 
keep more of their own 
money. I think it will help the 
economy grow faster. So 
generally speaking, I think 
this bill is in line with what I 
heard people saying in the 
eighteen public meetings we 
had around the State of 
Michigan.”

lax accounting, would distort a company’s reported 


net income. The Commission has consistently author- 


ized deferred tax accounting for this item for other 
utilities. 

b. 90/10 Refunds Required Pursuant to Rate 
Orders. For book purposes, 90/10 refunds may be 
recorded each November and December based on 
an estimate of the total of such refunds which will 
be required as of the twelve months ending the fol- 
lowing October 31. For federal income tax purposes, 
the refunds are deducted in the following year when 
the refund obligation is actually determined on the 
following October 31. This timing difference increases 
the federal tax liability and, in the absence of deferred 
tax treatment, distorts reported net income.

The lessons learned from 
such, noteable ‘‘no kill’ 
rivers as New. York’s 
Beaverkill, Pennsylvania’s 
Fisherman’s Paradise, Mon- 
tana’s Armstrong Spring 
Creek, Colorado’s Frying 
Pan and Alberta's Bow 
ought not be lost on a river 
with the potential of our 
“AuSable’s.

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Caboose Added Te Depot 
Historical Museum Site 


If you haven’t driven past the new Crawford 
: County Historical Museum/Depot lately you have 
‘missed the most recent addition to the new histori- 
, cal complexs collection. On Monday of this week the 
'Michigan National Guard took caboose No. 207, of 
- the Detroit and Mackinac line, on its final trip from 
. Fick’s siderail to the newly renovated museum/ 
depot site. The caboose was purchased from the 


‘D & M Railroad by the Grayling State Bank for 
_ $1.00 and donated to the Crawford County Histori- 
~ cal Society to become a permanent fixture in the 
~ new historical complex. The historical society is 


* currently cleaning and painting the caboose. When 
- finished the caboose will be open for public inspec- 


“tion and will be used as a demonstration area for the 
- fine arts exhibits and workshons. 


Waycar No. 207 was put into active service on 


October 27, 1921 and logged several million miles 
during its career.. The last few years were spent 
travelling the rails of northern Michigan until it, 
like all other cabooses, was retired early last year. 
Our caboose spent the last few months sitting 
beside its sister car No. 206 on a siderail in Tawas. 
The acquisition of No. 207 was first initiated by 
Randy Thompson and the Grayling Rotary Club 
and more recently by the efforts of R.J. Ruddy of 
the historical society. The tracks, ties and spikes for 
its relocation to its present site were all donated by 
the Straits Aggregate Company and gravel to sup- 
port the twenty tons of weight was provided by the 
Crawford County Road Commission. We thank 
them all for their community support in making our 
historical complex the most wihique in nor inern 


Michigan.

Some trees are partially 
leafed out while others looks 
as though they are reluctant 
to arouse themselves from 
the winters sleep. The little 
oak across the road from the 
office }ooks more dead than 
alive, but when I looked this 
morning the buds are there 
and ready to open at some 
signal from mother nature. 

The June Berry or Shad- 
bush is in bloom now, 
gracing the still somewhat 
drab woods with shadows of 
white. The cherries (pin and 
choke) will bloom shortly to 
add their white to a still 


more green forest. The bees 


will soon be very happy as 
the basswood will be flower- 
ing. There is not any honey 
‘as sweet or clear as that 
from the basswood. 

Flowers such as the Trail- 
ing Arbutus, Trillium, Trout 
Lily and Yellow Violet are in 
full bloom. Those species 
grow in the forest so it is im- 
perative they go through 
their blooming period before 
the leaves on the trees 
develop to such a point 
where the available sunlight 
to the forest floor is shut out. 

The Waring weatner has 
brought out a variety of 
biting insects, mainly the 
blackflies and mosquitos. I 
have not been bothered by 
the deer flies yet, but it won't 
be Jong. Of course the insects 
come out just in time for the 
birds which ure or will soon 
be nesting. 

It is a brief busy period so 
enjoy it.
